est Park and the cost of establishment 
and maintenance. 

The information thus obtained will 
guide the Assembly in making the 
needed appropriation, and will enable 
the Park Commissioner to go ahead 
with the work in advance of the annua! 
appropriation bill next April. 

Councilman Evers says the introduc- 
tion of the resolution will not neces- 
‘sarily commit him to support an ap- 
propriation for golf links. 

“I simply want to aid in obtaining 
some knowléa@ge of the cost of a public 
course,” said Evers to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday. ‘There seems to be 
a growing interest in the project of free 
links and I shall be glad to help in 
finding just what can be done and how 
soon.” : 

Awaits Douglass’ Report. 

Park Commissioner Scanlan says he 
has not recefved a report from Robert 
Douglass of the Public Recreation Com- 
mission, who was selected to locate and 
lay Out a golf course in Forest Park. 

‘T still have in mind the establish- 
ment of such a course,” said Park Com- 
missioner Scanlan, “and hope té be able 
soon to begin the work, but I cannot 
give it my whole attention. There are 
many improvements that will have to 
be made in Forest Park and Fairground. 
1 think I shall. be able to carry them 
and the golf links along together. St. 
Leuis will positively have a free golf 
course in Forest Park and probably uan- 
other in Fairground or O’Fallon Park. 
The thing can’t be done in a day and 
at the expense of other things of equal 
if not more importance.’’ 

Mayor Krelsmann says he is sure that 
Park Commissioner Scanlan and other 
members of the Board of Public Im- 
provements not only favor but will work 
for a public golf course. 

“T think St. Louts should have a free 
links,”” said the Mayor. “Golf has been 
considered a righ man’s game, but it 
would be a very attractive and beneficial 
exercise for most people if they had 
the facilities for playing.

Free golf inks ih crest. Park should 
be established as soon as possible, in 
the opinion of Harbor and Wharf Com- 
missioner Joseph P. Whyfe, a member 
of the Board of Public Improvements. 
So that the course may be ready for the 
public at the opening of :the season in 
March or April, Whyte believes a start 
should be made at once. 

Whyte was the first city official to 
urge the establishment of public links 
in the parks. When that section of For- 
est Park south of Lindell avenue and 
east of Skinker road was vacated by 
the Louisiana Exposition Co., more than 
two years ago, Mr. Whyte suggested 
to Park Commigsioner Scanlan that the 
tract would make an {deal course. 

“The Post-Dispatch deserves credit for 
its championship of a free golf links,”’ 
said Whyte. “Golf is regarded ag a 
millionaire’s game only because folk of 
ordinary means have no place to play. 

“A membership in any of the clubs 
around St. Louis costs from $500 to $1000 
a year. That puts a delightful, health- 
ful exercise beyond the vast majority 
of men and women who might other- 
wise indulge in golf. 

“For $15 or $20, representing the price 
of an outfit, the average man or wom- 
an could play the game on a public 
course, The city has already provided 
tennis courts and baseball grounds, 
public baths and playgrounds. We would 
be setting no precedent by appropri- 
ating money for a golf links. A great 
many more persong may find pleasure 
and relaxation in playing golf than can 
be accommodated on all our. tennis 
courts. 

“Tt was my idea that the lower plane 
of Forest Park—no of the Art Mu- 
seum—should have been devoted to golf. 
I expressed that opinion to Park Com- 
missioner Scanlan at the time. Since 
driveways have since been built in this 
section, it is now perhaps too late to 
carry out the plan. — 

Plenty of Room. 

“But there is plenty of room else- 
where in the park. The western edge is 
new and undeveloped. It would lend it- 
self admirably to a golf course of 18 
holes. The cost of preparing the sur- 
face I wouldn’t attempt to estimate, 
but I think‘it can hardly be significant. 
Maintenance, once the course were laid 
out, would not exceed $4000 or $5000 a 
year, even for an elaborate links, be- 
cause regular employes of the Park De- 
partment, could be kept at the work. 

“Other Ci™és have come to realize that 
athietic and amusement facilities that 
can be used by all the people are good 
investments. They are more utilitarian 
than statues, benches and exotic plants, 
daithough we should have those, too. 

“Only St. Louis, I fear, is backward 
in getting usefulness out of its parks. 
Kansas City and Chicago, our nearest 
neighbors among the larger cities, have 
a considerable lead over us. 

“Tf possible we should have a free 
public golf links in Forest Park before 
next Summer. Later we should have

Under a bill which was passed in the 
House of Delegates, Tuesday, $10,192 
become available Saturday for 
Koch Hospital, formerly quarantine, if 
Mayor Kreismann. signs it that day, 
as he intends. The Dill carries an 
emergency clause, .which makes it law 


as soon as it is signed. 


Until the money !s available, the hos- 
pital is without funds, Other than the 
$17,500 originally appropriated for quar- 
antine, where there were seldom more 
than two or three patients. Nearly all 
of this is required for maintenance and 
salaries. The hospital is borrowing ‘ts 
food and nurses from other institu- 
tions but’ Commistioner Morfit is confi- 
dent that when the money is obtained 
the situation will be remedied. 

At. a meeting, of the Hgspital Board, 
Wednesday afternoon, this _ Pesotutign 
was adopted: 

Resolved, That the article published by 
the Post-Dispatch under date of Nov. 
20, in regard to conditions at Koch Hos- 
pital (Quarantine) is condemned by the 
Hospital Board as being entirely umwar- 
ga and not reciting the facts as they 
are. 

That the representatives of the Post- 
Dispatch, having visited Koch Hospital, 
was in a position to know the facts as 
they exist, and that he did not publish 
them as represented to him. Further, 
That a continuation of articles of the 
nature. of the one jin question can only 
act as a detriment to the institutions of 


an assistance. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter went to 
Koch Hospital after many letters had 
been received from friends and relatives 
of consumptive patients there, complain- 
ing of conditions.

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GRADE CROSSING DAMAGES. — 

The Railroad Comniittee of the House of Dele- 
gates, in reporting the Chouteau avenue grade 
crossing bill, recommended that the city pay the 
consequential damages to property affected. This 
is a method of paying for grade crossing abol- 
ishment in vogue tn the dark ages before the 
courts had decided that cities can force such im- 
provements under the police power and that it 
is railroad work. 

The one reason assigned for loading the bur- 
den of damages on the taxpayers is that the 
Missouri Pacific has threatened to fight the im- 
provement under any other scheme. The threat 
of the railroad to bring up anew a question set- 
tled by half a dozen courts of last resort, in- 
cluding the United States Supreme Court, is 
enough to make the delegates scurry to cover. 

But worse than the cost to the city is the es- 
tablishment of a precedent likely to be main- 
tained in the prosecution of a work which in- 
volves dozens of grade crossings and will ex- 
tend over ten years or more. 

There is no reason why St. Louis should pay 
anything at all: for railroad improvements. An 
abolished grade crossing is a railroad asset taken 
account of in fixing its value. There is every 
reason why St. Louis should begin the work of 
grade crossing abolishment rightly, and impress 
upon the railroads the belief that not only is 
the work to be done with all possible celerity, 
but it is to be done at the expense of the rail- 
roads alone, as the courts have held is legal and 


proper. 


Since President Taft seems determined to rob 
St. Louis of her most useful citizen let us hope 
he will place him where the Lehmann talent and 
force will find ample opportunity for the public 
service- which is a passion with Mr. Lehmann. 
Let us be thankful that the Lehmann charter 
will be complete before Mr. Lehmann enters 
upon new duties. 
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THE TRIBULATIONS OF ‘‘SALOME.’’ 

The summary ban placed on “Salome” in Chi- 
cago by the Chief of Police is both amusing and 
serious. It shows on the one hand a floundering 
appreciation of puritan diffidence and on the 
other a disposition to exercise in a new way the 
authority of force. However “Salome” may of- 
fend fixed notions of theological propriety, it is 
of such authorship as to lift it out of the mire 
of immorality and into the realm of-art, where 
intelligent criticism shares power with public 
policy. 

_ Policemen, of whatever rank, are presumably 
unfitted for the delicate task of passing on art 
for classification as moral or immoral. If they 
were fitted they wouldn’t be policemen. There 
may be reasons for.a ban‘on “Salome.” Perhaps 
Richard Strauss. is an .unmelodic soul 
musical conceptions assault the ear. Perhaps the 
Wilde tragedy is a gruesome thing whose liter- 
ary polish fails to justify its existence. But no 
such motives impelled the Chicago Chief of Po- 
lice to issue his edict. It: was a matter of Mary 
Garden’s costume considered in its expository 
diaphanousness, and Mary Garden’s' reckless 
treatment of a property head whose component 
materials are papier mache and hair. 

Reduced to realities, we find that the police- 
man enjoined Strauss’ music drama because Mary 
Garden’s costume was a matter of jewelry ahd 
inhibited the Wilde tragedy because it called for 
the “props”. mentioned. It is a superior demon- 
stration of how a policeman can muss up an 
issue beyond his official function of protecting 
‘the public from predatory and peace-disturbing 
persons, / :

{he has been for, more than twenty years, 


he will continue to be the trusted as- 
sociate of August A. Busch, through 
whose generosity he was raised to af- 
figence. He will bé the general man- 
ager and active executive head of the 
Busch-Everett syndicate, of which Aug- 
ust A. Busch is president. 

It was Dennig’s voluntary work in 
behalf of the Busch-Everett syndicate 
which won for him a princely gift in 
April, 1907. His salary at that time was 
$300 a month.

“Good morning,’’ said the brewer: 
“T’'ve got something here for you.”’ 
tossed a plece of paper on Dennig’s 
desk and walked out. 

Dennig unfolded the paper and gasped 


him and signed by Busch. Dennig had 
no claim to the money. It was a gift 
in acknowledgment of his devotion to 
his employer's interests. 

In the spring of 1906 August A. Busch 
and C. H. Everett of Newark, O., 
formed a partnership and obtained op- 
tions and leases on large tracts of ol! 
lands near Bridgeport and Lawrence- 
ville, Ill. The perfection of the leases 
and other details required an immense 
amount of work. 

About this time Adolphus Busch, fa- 
ther of August A. Busch, became se- 
riously ill. 

Denning went to August A. Busch and 
said: “‘Your father needs your atten- 
tion to such an extent that you will not 
be able propertly to look after your oil 
holding. I will gladly do the work 
without compensation.’’ Busch accepted 
the offer. 

Under Dennig’s management the syn- 
dicate less than a year later sold for 
more than $1,000,000 the leases which 
they bought for only $100,000. Denning 
was not a partner or even an employe 
of the syndicate. 

Glad to Do It, Says Busch.

Thim,” wag Busch’s comment after mak- 


ing the gift. 

In the subsequent development of the 
Busch-Everett syndicate Dennig has 
played an important part and his nat- 
ural thrift and good judgment have 
erabled him to increase his fortune. As 
manager of the Busch-Everett syndi- 
cate he will open a downtown office 
early next week. 

Dennig and his family live at 3229 Cope- 
lin avenue, the same house they occu- 
pied when they had only his salary to 
depend upon. ~ Eberhard Anheuser, 
nephew of Adolphus Busch, will suc- 
ceed Dennig as city sales mahager of 


the brewery. 


GEORGIA REPRESENTATIVE IS 
OPPOSED TO FORTIFIED CANAL 


Declares It Would Cost Billions 
and Still Be at the Mercy 


of Air Attack. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Representa- 
tive Livingstone of Georgia, senior 
Democratic member of the House Com< 
mittee on Appropriations, is opposed to 
the fortification of the Panama Canal. 

“Why should we put a chip on our 
shoulder and then dare some other na- 
tion to knock it off?’’ he asks. - “The 
solution of the problem, which is of 
the gravest moment, lies in the neutrali- 
sation of the waterway. 

“An opponent of this policy offers as 
an argument in support of his views 
that no nation with which we might be- 
come embroiled would observe a neu- 
trality treaty er agreement.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 1—The first 


duty of Congress, in the belief of every 
Democratic Governor in attendance at 


the conference here, is to revise the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff. Several Repub- 
lican governors concur in this view. The 
governors are almost a unit in declar- 
ing that all duties on foodstuffs should 
be eliminated. . 

Among the opinions expressed by the 
various Democratic. governors were the 
following: 

Gov. Harmon of Ohio: Congress 
should revise the Payne-Aldrich bill be- 
fore it does anything else. There is no 
doubt ‘that the high cost of living is due 
to a high tariff. Everything that the 
American workman needs in maintain- 
ing his family should be duty free. 

Gov.-Elect Woodrow Wilson of New 
Jersey: The Democratic party won 
its sweeping victory in November on 
account of Rooseveltism and the dis- 
Satisfaction of the people over. the 
Payne-Aldrich bill. It is the duty of 
Congress to obey the wishes of’ the 
electorate and revise the present tariff | 
law. 

People Not Considered. 

Gov. Plaisted of Maine: The Dem- 

ocratic victory in my section of the 


Forcing of Duty Reduction ‘ 





Union is due entirely to dissatisfaction | 
with the Payne-Aldrich tariff law. That 


j measure is bunk, pure and simple. It 


was framed for the. protection of the in- 
terests and the people were not consid- 
ered. 

Gov, Thomas R. Marshall, Indiana: 
I don’t believe in protecting one class 
to the detriment of another. The next 
Congress or even this Congress should 
revise the tariff law so as to take the 
duty off the necessaries of life. 

Governors Neal of Alabama, Shafroth 
ef Colorado, Brown of Georgia, Kitchen of | 
North Carolina, Mann of Virginia and | 
Cruce of Oklahoma .expressed opinions 
similar to those voiced by their Demo- 
cratic colleagues. All declared that it 
was the duty of President Taft, if he 
wished to save the reputation of his 
party, to demand that the tariff be re- 
vised d that he would mark himself 
the greatest President the nation ever 
had if he demanded that this be done by 
the present Republican Congress. 

Republican governors were less com- 
municative regarding revision of the tar- 
iff. One of the exceptions, however, was 
Governor-elect Francis F. McGovern of 
Wisconsin. 

Gov. McGovern said: It seems as if 
the people are <Opposed to the pres- 
ent’ tariff law. Personally, I think 
they are right. The people have indi- 
cated that they want a readjustment 
of the tariff and it will be done, eventu- 
ally.’’ 

Gov. Herbert 8. Hadley of Missouri: 
You can always depend onthe people 
to. get what théy want., I believe that 
the Republican party can be depended 
on to preserve the interests of this na- 
tion. There are objections to be made 
to the Payne-Aldrich bill, but these -as- 
ily can be smoothed out. I believe that 
it is the duty of Congress to do this, 
without destroying the entire fabric of 
the measure. The necessities of life 
should be made as cheap as possible to 
the consumer. 

Gov. Aram J. Pothier of Rhode 
Island: The present tariff law as a 
whole is a good measure. The country is 
prospering under it, but, like all laws, it 
contains many inequalities. 


Charge Defeat to Tariff. 
Gov. Eben 8. Draper of Massachu- 


setts had nothing to say regarding the 
tariff. Other Republican gevernors re- 
fused to be quoted, but all admitted that 
the November reverse of their party was 
due absolutely to the dissatisfaction of 
the people with the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff. 

Judson Harmon of Ohio ts a candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for the 
presidency. His campaign has been 
launched. He said today 

“Dr. Woodrow: Wilson of New Jersey 
and myself have made an agreement not 
to discuss politics at this. conference of 
the governors.”’ 

Dr. Wilson said: “This is a meeting 
of governors. We have tabooed politics. 
I intend to adhere to my rule of not 
discussing anything until I have shown 
what I can do.”

NEW YORK. Dec: 1—Dr. Alexis Car- 
rel, of the Rockefeller Institute, would 
not discuss his operations on the hearts 
of dogs er Thomas A. Edison’s praise 
of it. 

“Mr. Edison was toe kind,” said Dr. 
Carrel. : 


From other official sources, however, 
these details of Dr, Carrel’s experiments 
were learned: 

“Dr. Carrel] has actually succeeded 
in removing the hearts of dogs, graft- 
ing upon the hearts and replacing them 
without seeming discomfort in a great 
many cases. A dog, the ascending aerta 
of which has been incised ana sutured 
by Jaboulay stitches, died two and a 
half months after the operation. It was 
found, however, that the wound had 
healed perfectly and the scar was small. 
On three other dogs the descending 
aerta had been severed transversely and 
united again by continuous through-and- 
through sutures. 

Two Dogs Alive. 

“One of these dogs was chloroformed 
two and one-half months after the op- 
eration and was in perfect cdndition, 
The other two dogs are still living and 
have suffered absolutely no il) effects 

“In another novel experiment, a piece 
of jugular vein, which had been pre- 
served in cold storage, was used to 
replace a bit of the upper part of the 
descending aerta of a dog. 

‘The dog remained in good health for 
twelve days after the operation. His 
death was due to a siight slip in the 
technique of preserving the piece of 
jugular vein in cold storage. 

“In another experiment a segment of 
jugular vein about three centimetres in 
length was transplanted on the descend- 
ing aorta of a small dog. The anima! is 
still tp excellent health, and there is 
no modification of the femeral pulse. 

Keeps it Secret. 

“The exact method by which Dr. Car- 
rel keeps the heart and body of a dog 
alive and separated from each other 
will be made public some day.  Al- 
though the work is stil] In {ts infancy, 
Dr. Carrel has advanced marvelously. 
‘He has conclusively shown that positive 
results can be obtained in plastic opera- 
tions upon the thoracid aerta. But in 
order to make the experiment safe 
enough to test it on a human being, 
the: technique of the diversion of the 
blood must be improved. 

“Dr. Carrel | shown, however, be- 
yond shadow of a doubt that corditomy 
(cutting into the heart), followed by su- 
ture with large silk thread, does not pro- 
duce any danger. The opening of the 
heart, the introduction of the finger into 
the cavity, even the removal of the heart 
from the body, does not interfere under 
this treatment with the health of the 
animal. These experiments représent, 
perhaps, the first steps toward the com- 
plete plastic surgery of the heart end 
aerta. It is very probable that al] dis- 
eases of these organs can be cured when 
a few minor difficulties are avercome.”

Mace’s Battle 


With Goss 


Was Fiercest of Career 





Bare Knuckle Champion, Who Died Wedn:s- 
day, Pounded Opponent Almo)st to a Pulp 
in Battle That Lasted 1 Hour 57 Minutes. 





The death in London Wednesday 
mrning of Jem Mace, former cham- 
pion bare knuckle pugilist of the world, 
brings to mind his great fight with 
Joe Goss, the hardest and bloodiest 
battle of his long career. The fight 
took place at Long Reach on the 


Thames in England in 1872, when Jem 


was 40 years old. It might be better 
to say, however,-that the affair was 
finished there, as it had started in the 
morning of the same day at Wooton 
Bassett, Wiltshire County, almost 100 
miles away. 


Puglisitic bouts were not permitted in 
London, or, in fact, in any place in 
England at that time and of course the 
police got onto the fact that there was 
something doing when they saw the big 
crowds of sportsmen and loafers rang- 
ing around the hostelries where these 
two celebrities were putting up. 

Word was passed around that the 
fight would take place at Wooton Bas- 
sett. Accordingly great crowds swarmed 
and struggled through the Paddington 
station even at midnight, to try to get 
aboard one of the two trains that was 
scheduled to leave for the, scene of ac- 
tion at 2:30 in the morning.

A ‘single bill seeking .the privilege of 
piping natural gas to St. Louis is now 
pending before the Municipal Assembly, 
and through it the original projectors 
of natural gas service for St. Louts 
hopefto obtain a franchise. 

The bill ig that of the Rodgers sydi- 
cate of Iola, Kan. This measure was 
first submitted to the Municipal Assem- 
‘bly for action in the spring 6f 1908 It 
has been in three assemblies. When 
first presented it passed the City Coun- 
cll and died in the House of Delegates. 
Later it was introduced in a second 
house, where it again met death by in- 
action and was finally introduced in the 
present session of the assembly, being 
submitted to both House and Conncil 
at the same time. 

Attorney George V. Reynolds, repre- 
senting the Rodgers interests, hopes to 
get. consideration from the present as- 
sembly ‘in the near future. He ie to 
meet Delegate Hildenbrandt, chairman 
of the Public Improvements Committee 
of the House of Delegates this week to 
discuss features of the measure. The 
bill has been pending before the latter 
committee without action*since the or- 
ganization of the present house. . 

In an interview with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. Mayor Kreismann said anent 
the natural gas situation in St. Louis: 

‘Tl do not favor any measure that does 
not carry with it povision that © will 
guaranteé artificial gas for St. Louls in 
‘ease the natural supply fails. I will not 
sign a measure that does hot bing the 
franchise holder to furnish a plant to 
manufacture the artificial product from 
the ‘véry beginning, so that there will

-he everit natural gas is exhausted.” 

The Rodgers syndicate holds leases on 
gas lands in Kansas and Oklahoma, and 
‘ts. promoters have publicly announced 
that it stands ready to spend $15,000,000 
on @ pipe line to St. Louls. The com- 
rany seéks a %-year franchise, and of- 
fers. a bond of $250,000 to faithfully per- 
‘orm the terms of its contract, < 

Two years after the right is given to 
szeavate, according to the terms of the 
bill, the company is to be ready to serve 
gas to customers on 100 miles of city 
streets. In the event the natural supply 
of gas gives out, a provision of the 
neasure makes it obligatory to serve 
artificial gas at 6 cents 1000 cubic. feet. 

The promoters are James O. Rodgers, 
George E. Nicholson and Thomas A. 
Bowlus of Iola, Kan., and William B. 
Hale of Cleveland and George V, Reyn- 
olds of St. Louis. Since these nen of- 
fered to supply natura! gad to St. Louis 
there have been proffers from various 
sources artd at times there has been four 
natural gas measures before the As- 
sernbly.
